The Chinese Communist party’s 
central committee said the tar- 
gets for grain and cotton were 
based on 1958 production figures 
which were greatly in error. 
Western economists had _ su- 
spected that all along. 


Peiping also announced aban- 
donment ofits much trumpeted 
program of steel production in 
backyard home furnaces. The 
Reds claimed a production of 

3,000,000 tons, but the output was 
generally understood to have 
been of very poor quality.

DEADLOCK SLOWING 
SATE ROAD PLANS 


By the Post-Dispatch Jefferson 
City Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 26— 
Missouri’s highway program will 
fall about $35,000,000 behind 
schedule as a result of the dead- 
lock in Congress over financing 
of the interstate highway pro- 
gram. 


This was disclosed today by 
Rex M. Whitten, chief engineer 
for the Missouri State Highway 
Commission. He said he sees no 
prospect for Missouri to resume 
letting road construction con- 
tracts until Congress makes ad- 
ditional funds available.

Prime Minister Nehru’s clear notice to Com- 
munist China that India will not permit en- 
croachment on its Himalayan border should 
be satisfying to those who have maintained 
that Mr. Nehru’s international policy of neu- 


tralism was not in fact pro-Communism in- 


disguise. It should also demonstrate what 
sometimes is forgotten; that the Prime Minis- 
ter is an Indian and a patriot and that he has 
no intention of jeopardizing his country’s 
independence. . 

The occasion for the warning to Peiping 
was a series of unofficial reports that Red 
China was massing troops to the north of 
India and claiming that the two Indian 
protectorates of Bhutan and Sikkim rightfully 
belonged to China. “Any infringement of 
their borders will be an infringement of our 
undertaking to protect them,” Mr. Nehru 
told the Indian parliament, “and we shall 
certainly defend them against such in- 
trusion.” 

. e . 


Bhutan and Sikkim, together with the inde- 
pendent kingdom of Nepal, form a buffer 
between Tibet arid India. Mr. Nehru knows 
the recent history of Tibet. From a benevo- 
lent occupation of that remote Buddhist king- 
dom in the early 1950s the Chinese proceeded 
to the brutal suppression of Tibetan inde- 
pendence last spring. The Dalai Lama fled 
and still is in refuge in northern India. Mr. 
Nehru may well have a better idea than West- 
ern statesmen about what is happening in 
Laos, and why. He most certainly does not 
want to see the Chinese in possession of Ne- 
pal, Bhutan and Sikkim, for that would tend 
to bridge the mighty Himalayan barrier and 
open a way across the plains to Calcutta. 

All this adds significance to the report by 
Marquis W. Childs that President Eisenhower 
probably will visit India at the conclusion of 
his trip to the Soviet Union this fall. This 
would be the first visit to Asia by an Ameri- 
can President in office and it would give valu- 
able encouragement to the Western-oriented 
forces in India. It would further show the 
world that the United States approves India’s 
efforts to progress by democratic means; our 
approval has sometimes seemed grudging and 


. contradictory in view of United States com- 


mitments to the Chiang Kai-shek regime on 
Formosa and other evidences of distaste for 
neutralism. 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev, who comes to 
the United States next month, went to India 
in 1955 when he was First Secretary of the 
Communist party. He accompanied Nikolai 
Bulganin, then Premier. The Russian visitors 
were given a rousing welcome. But there 
have been changes in the intervening years. 
The elected Communist regime in the Indian 
State of Kerala failed and was thrown out by 
Nehru’s government for ignoring constitution- 
al processes. The Chinese Communists showed 
their true nature in Tibet. There is Commu- 
nist aggression in Laos, and now the reports 
from Bhutan and Sikkim. The time may in- 
deed be ripe for an Eisénhower visit. 


Chester Bowles, our ambassador to the 
New Delhi from 1951 to 1953, wrote in his 
book, Ambassador’s Report: “I believe the 
history of our time will hereafter be written 
largely in Asia.” The United States has been 
laggard in recognizing the importance of Asia. 
A presidential visit would help Nehru and 
India; it would help the United States more. 


One Answer to High Fees 


Circuit Judge Franklin Ferris believes that 
disclosures of high appraisal fees may hasten 
the removal of St. Louis county judges from 
politics. This should mean extending the 
nonpartisan court plan to the county—a pro- 
posal that died in the last legislative sessjon. 

In recent years county judges have on some 
occasions appointed appraisal commissioners 
who were their political supporters or lead- 
ing members of their party. This has been 
true of Republican as well as Democratic 
judges. Under the nonpartisan court plan, 
judges would be secure in their positions and 
hence free of political considerations in mak- 
ing such appointments or granting fees. 

Unfortunately the Republicans were as 
skeptical of the nonpartisan plan when they 
controlled most county judgeships as the 
Democrats are now that they hold six of the 
eight judicial posts. But the case of the high 
appraisal fees adds one more strong argu- 
ment for a nonpartisan bench that the county 
should have one day. 


Preparing for a Visitor 

The importance which the Administration 
attaches to the Khrushchev reception in this 
country is clear from two events. First, the 
President will greet the Soviet premier at the 
Washington airport, though this courtesy ‘is 
usually reserved for chiefs of state. Second, 
Vice President Nixon went to unusual lengths 
to defend the Khrushchev visit before the 
American Legion. 


Mr. Nixon told the Legion convention in 
Minneapolis that Mr. Eisenhower would not 
be “taken in or bluffed” by the Soviet chief. 
But why would patriotic Americans require 
reassurance that their President could deal 
safely with a Communist leader? Fear of the 
guest is hardly a compliment to the hosts. 


A group calling itself the Committee Against 
Summit Entanglements has produced an ad- 
vertisement urging the President to withdraw 
his invitation. The committee lists such 
names as Spruille Braden, Alfred Kohlberg, 
Clarence Manion, Senator Barry Goldwater, 
T. Coleman Andrews, J. Bracken Lee and 
Merwin K. Hart. It would take a Committee 
for Disentanglement to separate the elements 
of the Nationalist China lobby and anti-income 
tax, anti-‘Supreme Court, anti-labor and anti- 
internationalist groups here combined to give 
the President advice he does not need and 
will certainly not accept. 


At an opposite political pole, the AFL-CIO 
heeded President George Meany rather than 
‘Walter Reuther and refused to hear Premier 
Khrushchev. In a peculiar aftermath, the 
White House nominated Mr. Meany for a U.N. 
General Assembly delegate and not Mr. Reu- 
ther, who felt it was his turn to go. This is 
interpreted as an affront to Mr. Reuther rath- 
er than an effort to educate Mr. Meany in 
international affairs. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Reuther has found three 
other AFL-CIO vice presidents who will dine 
with Mr. Khrushchev in San Francisco. Mr. 
K. can expect to learn some basic facts about 
American life in this meeting. On an earlier 
visit Vice Premier Mikoyan reported his 
sternest discussions occurred with labor lead-

committee discovered that eight of its 15 
members had signed a so-called minority re- 
port. So the group is obliged to reconsider. 


This precedent opens up whole new vistas 
for parliamentary rules, judicial procedures 
and wholesale changes of mind. The tech- 
nique, as developed by Senator McCarthy of 
Minnesota, is to disagree with the majority 
with such powerful facts, forceful logic and 
inevitable conclusions that a minority view 
can be passed around and accepted, just as 
biscuits are passed around well intentioned 
dieters until the plate is clean. 


All those biscuits need, usually, is some 
honey. All a minority report needs, we hope, 
is to be right. Presto! A majority report. 


Continuing Deadlock 


It seems evident by now that the back- 
ground statistics on the steel dispute, made 
public by the Administration last week, fell 
with a dull thud as far as any significant 
effect on the stalemated contract negotia- 
tions is concerned. The flurry of optimism 
that followed publication of the figures has 
given way to a feeling that the strike, now 
six weeks old, is far from ended. Neither 
side has made use of the figures to modify 
its demands, and the public has not seized 
upon them as a means of insisting on a 
prompt non-inflationary settlement. 


The position of the major steel companies 
as most recently expressed by their co- 
ordinating committee appears particularly 
intransigent. The committee has published 
advertisements inviting the 500,000 striking 
steelworkers to adopt a “co-operative atti- 
tude” and join management “in a forward 
step.” The union is invited to “help reduce 
wasteful, out-of-date practices (featherbed- 
ding); help pave the way for increased pro- 
duction, improved productivity, and resulting 


savings which can be shared by employes, 


stockholders and the public—without con- 
tributing to inflation.” 


The companies list several areas in which 
they invite co-operation. They say the cost- 
of-living clause in the 1956 agreement: was 
inflationary and self-defeating, implying the 
union should drop its demand for a 15-cent- 
an-hour wage rise. In return they offer a 
two-year agreement providing fringe bene- 
fits this year and a “modest” increase in 
wages next year. Although many economists 
think the steel industry could afford to hold 
the line on prices, or even reduce them, 
and still grant a wage increase this year, 
the companies say nothing about their pricing 
policies, nor do they mention their large 
profits. It seems to us they are asking a 
good deal and offering very little. If they 
want co-operation, they should show a spirit 
of compromise. 


The Law and 150 Squatters 


Between Hoover Dam and the Mexican 
border along the Colorado river, which forms 
the boundary between‘Arizona and California, 
there are 150 farmers cultivating 27,000 acres 
of rich land they never bought. It was a 
jungle of brush and salt and willows when 
they found it as long as 45 years.ago. Nobody 
wanted it, so they took it. Now the Depart- 


ment of the Interior needs it for a recreation 
area.

He is dangerously free and 
uninhibited sexually. He is aggressive. 
He travels with a pack. 

This powerful stereotype of the in- 
human adolescent is v portrayed 
in “Blackboard Jungle;” in Hal El- 
lison’s many paperbacks whose blurb 
announces “even their dreams were 
dirty;” and in the celluloid extrava- 
ganzas featuring adolescent monsters 
and werewolves, which reached new 
depths in the recent movie ‘High 
School Confidential.” 

Movie producers, publishers, authors 
and comic-book artists are hardly in- 
sensitive to the great sales value of

School teachers, school agencies 
and parents tend to perpetuate these 
trends of the mass media. They ex- 
pect bizarre, norm-violating behavior. 
They predict it. They threaten to 
punish it. They describe exactly what 
this terrible generation of teen-age 


hoods is like—and they get it. Youth 
discovers what is expected and then 
accommodates adult anticipations. In 
this way, adults actually help to bring 
into being the very situation which 
they so sanctimoniously condemn. 

Through the “wild behavior” of the 
youngsters, parents and even teachers 
may find a way to thumb their noses 
figuratively at the “respectable” com- 
munity or official authorities such as 
the school principal. The father or 
even the principal may subconscious!y 
be feeling, “Boy, would I love to be 
sitting on that motorcycle with that 
cute little blonde behind me, wearing 
a black jacket, and roaring down the 
street with those foxtails flying be 
hind us. That's living!” 

Sensing these things, though no 
consciously, parent or teacher ma) 
vicariously punish himself. ‘‘I shouldn't 
be having such feelings!” He then in- 
wardly condemns and punishes him- 
self. And finally, he extends this pun- 
ishment out to those youngsters whom 
he blames for having made him ex- 
perience these forbidden feelings in 
the first place. 

Many adults are able to handle 
these feelings through a process ©! 
sublimation, or the channeling of ur- 
acceptable urges into acceptable ac- 
tivities. 

The adult may join the Big Brother 
Association as a volunteer, he may 
become a Scout Leader, or he may 
serve as chairman of a child-stucy 
committee. 

But many adults continue to react 
primarily by expressing shock, 4's 
may, disgust and indignation. This 's 
communicated to official agencies. 
such as the schools and the police.

big issue. Whatever may be the 
virtues of meetings at the sum- 
mit, they are not likely to ac- 
complish in a few days what 
normal diplomacy cannot accom- 
plish in many months. 


A Deflated View. 

In affairs of this sort the usual 
device is to take the curse off 
the inconclusive generalities by 
a procedural decision as to how 
and when and where to continue 
the discussions later on. 


The President and Mr. K. can 
talk quite a lot about talking 
again—when the President goes 
to Moscow, if they are to talk 
at the summit, about talking at 
another foreign ministers’ meet- 
ing, about talking in a disarma- 
ment commission, and at the 
U.N. Thus, without succeeding, 
they can avoid a failure. 

It may sound like it but I do 
not think that this is a cynical 
view. It is, I admit, a deflated 
view. It rests on an estimate, 
which may of course be mis- 
taken, of the situation of the two 
contending alliances. I do not 
believe that this situation can or 
will be changed significantly by 
Mr. K’s personal impressions in 
this country. 


Berlin Only Problem. 


Very many of our people tdke 
an inflated view. They talk as 
if they were fascinated with the 
hope and the belief that Mr. K. 
will change Soviet policy be- 
cause of what he sees during 
his visit to this country. It is an 
illusion to think, so it seems to

many is regarded on both sides 
as not intolerable and, on the 
whole, preferable to reunifica- 
tion under any conditions that 
are theoretically possible. 


For the U.S.S.R. the only trou- 
ble with the status quo is West 
Berlin, which is a thorn in the 
flesh of the East German state. 
The partition suits Poland and 
Czechoslovakia who are afraid 
of a United Germiany and its 
territorial demands upon them. 

It is very probable that Mr. K. 
will be looking for some sort 
of modus vivendi about West 
Berlin which he can persuade 
the East German Communist 
leaders to accept. 


In our Western coalition, the 
existing situation, which means 
the partition of Germany, is not 
only not intolerable to any of 
the leading governments, it is, 
in fact, better than any alterna- 
tive. On this crucial subject no 
Western government feels it can 
be candid. There are, to be sure, 
public men in every Western 
country who want reunification 
because they believe that in the 
long run the divided Germans

an extraordinary interest in the 
broad problems and deficiencies 
of commercial aviation. 

»Buddenly he quit, shedding his 
uniform and his name. 

Howard Hughes, alias Charles 
Howard, having taken a refresh- 
er course, was back in aviation. 
With lots of ideas and a handful 
of mechanics, he set up shop in 
the corner of a hangar at Los 
Angeles Airport. 

Hughes sought speed, through 
a simple formula: the most pow- 
erful engine Pratt & Whitney 
could produce plus an airframe 
that offered the least resistance 
to the air. 

He designed cantilever wings 
with no external struts, a power- 
driven retractable landing gear, 
jet-thrust exhaust, a bell cowl- 
ing for the engine and flush 
joints and rivets that gave the 
craft a silky sleek skin. 

The results was his first plane, 
the H-1 Hughes Special. 

In September 1935, under 
ditions approved by the National 
Aeronautics Association and the 
Federation Aeronautique Inter- 
nationale, he raced it at a speed 
of 352 miles an hour, topping 
38 m.p.h. the record held by the 
Frenchman, Raymond Delmotte. 

Hughes, superstitious enough 
to cling to an old felt kat as his 
good-luck charm, broke the rec- 
ord on Friday the 13th. 

Next, he eyed the transconti- 
nental record. Col, Roscoe Tur- 
ner had whittled the Los Angeles- 
to-New York figure down to 10 
hours, two minutes and 15 sec- 
onds in the 1934 Bendix Air Race, 
Hughes attacked the mark in a 
standard Northrup mail - run 
plane. 

Shortly after taking off from 


Wichita, Kan., bumpy air jolted 
his compass dial from its bear- 


ing. 

Flying at 18,000 feet, he fought 
off lethargy with whiffs of oxy- 
gen. But he slipped into Newark 
with a new record of nine hours, 
27 minutes and 10 secorids. 

“Any record can be beaten; 
so will this one,” he said mod- 


estly. 

He beat it himself a year later 
with the H-1, spanning the con- 
tinent in seven hours and 28 
minutes. 

Confidently, he submitted a 
modified version of the craft to 
the Army Air Corps as a pur- 
suit plane; with its speed and 
range, it outperformed anything 
in its class. Air Corps brass re- 
jected it. 

The flying world generally 
showed no such disdain. Trade 
journals hailed it. When a visit- 
ing Japanese delegation spied it 
one day at the Newark Airport, 
they literally swarmed over it 
with cameras and notebooks. 

Came Pearl Harbor and Japa- 
nese Zero fighters all but drove 
United States models out of the 
Pacific skies. Late in 1942, Amer- 
icans salvaged an undamaged 


shop he installed twin 
horsepower engines, fuel tanks 
and navigating equipment, modi- 
fying the hull to accommodate 
his gear. He tested the plane, 
then flew it to Floyd Bennett 
Field in New York. 

On July 10, 1938, as he strolled 
from the St. Regis Hotel, the 
manager asked if he were check- 
ing out. 

“No,” he said. “I’ve left my 
things; I'll be back in a few 
days.” 

He was back on July 14, hav- 
ing flown around the world. 

Next day New York gave him 
the ticker-tape snowstorm re- 
served for heroes. 

Nowadays, with the clarity of 
21 years’ hindsight, Hughes de- 
tractors seek to dull the gloss of 
his achievement, crediting his 
crew and special equipment. 
That’s easy now, when oceanic 
flights are so commonplace as 
to be on a fly - now - pay - later 
basis. But at the time, experts 
recognized Hughes’s flight as the 
greatest boost commercial avia- 
tion had ever received. 

Now to back-track. Also in 
1937 (a busy year) Hughes had 
talked with the late Jack Frye, 

of Transcontinental & 
Western Airlines, one of the com- 
mercial pioneers. Frye was 
caught in a squeeze. TWA’s con- 
trolling stockholders demanded 
profits; Frye needed $15,000,000 
cash for expansion. 

“Why, that’s a small fortune!” 
Hughes blurted. 

Encouraged to hear such a 
sum called “‘small,”’ Frye struck 
a deal. As Hughes explained his 
motives later: 

“During my transcontinental 
flight I had lots of trouble with 


of a plane’ that would permit 
passengers to fly at that speed 
and altitude in perfect comfort. 
I kept thinking of what an airline 
might do if it put its efforts into 
the job. 

“So when Frye told me of 
stockholders who had no view 
toward the future of aviation, I 
was interested. I thought of TWA 
as an implement for development 
and improvement in passenger 
planes and transportation.” 

Hughes bought out the profit- 
minded stockholders and later 
increased his holdings. Today he 
owns nearly 80 per cent of TWA 
stock. 

“Immediately he launched a 
project that produced a _ spec- 
tacular success, although critics, 
curiously, begrudge him any 
credit. ’ 

It was the development of the 
triple-tailed Constellation that for 
years queened it over the air- 
ways. 

Huffily, the critics deny that 
Hughes designed it. He never 
said he did. But he did conceive 
it, a plane capable of non-stop 
transcontinental flight with a 
wide safety margin; a cruising 
speed of 300 miles an hour, with 
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HUGHES'S plane being refueled at Minneapolis for | 
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pressurized cabin for comfort- 
able flight at altitudes of five 
miles; space for 50 passengers; 
able to fly in and out of exist- 
ing airports. 

Lookheed agreed to tackle the 
job if Hughes underwrote the 
cost. He did, with his own money 
(not TWA’s). Moreover, he su- 
pervised the work in a secret 
wing at the Lockheed plant, in- 
sisting on perfection until he got 
it. 

With the war came more frus- 
trations. Hughes plants did more 
than their share, turning out ma- 
chine-gun feed devices, airplane 
wings, fuselages and landing 
gears by the thousands—but no 


The same.company won huge 
orders from Britain for the Hud- 
son bomber, based on the model 
that Hughes’s round - the - world 
flight had made famous. 

Free-thinking Henry J. Kaiser 
spawned a scheme to beat the 
submarine with giant cargo 
planes. Without a plane or the 
means to build one, he was put 
in touch with Hughes and the 
two finally closed a contract to 
build three flyjng boats under 
rules that all but guaranteed 


to use strategic materials. Thus 
manacled, he set out to build a 
monstrous, eight-engine plywood 
ship that was to become one of 
the most controversial craft in 
aviation. 

He also wangled an Air Force 
contract for 100 FX-lls, a speedy 
long-range photo reconnaisance 
plane. He had two strikes against 
him: Brig. Gen. Elliot Roose- 
velt, son of the late President, 
had recommended the contract; 
also, time was running short. 

With victory clinched in Ev- 
rope and imminent in the Pa- 
cific, the Air Force cut back con- 
tracts. It scrapped the flying 
boat, except for one experimen- 
tal model, and slashed the XF-11 
contract to three planes costing 
$22,000,000. They were built and 
delivered. 

Both contracts might have 
been forgotten in the backwash 
of war except for the raffish 
game of politics. Republicans 
captured both branches of Con- 
gress in 1946 and sniffed eagerly 
for “war scandals.” 

Hughes offered an ideal vic- 
tim. The government had paid 
him millions for planes that 
never saw combat. He was the 
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playboy from Hollywood, with its 
implications of expensive sin. 
And he could be linked to a 
Roosevelt. 

He almost foiled the plot by 
dying. In June, 1946, as he pilot- 
ed the XF-l11 on its maiden 
test, it crashed and burned. With 
11 broken ribs, a crushed chest, 
a fractured collarbone and se- 
vere burns, 

Weakly, he beckoned a physi- 
cian to his side. 

“Am I going to live?” he 


asked. 

“T don’t know,” the doctor re- 
plied candidly. 

“Give the Army a message,” 
Ge seins, ee. eo 
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cident was caused by the rear 
half of the right propeller. Tell 
the Army to look in the wreck- 
age. I don‘t want this to happen 
to somebody else.” 

More than a month later he 
left the hospital. 

Now, years later, Hughes’s 
immediate problem is to pay off 
about $280,000,000 that will fall 
due this year and next, with the 
delivery of giant airliners to 
equip TWA for the jet age. The 
first recently went into service 


—a Boeing Jet Stratoliner 707 
ordered just over three years 
ago. 

Hughes has never lacked kib- 
itzers to point out his mistakes, 
This time, they’re cackling that 
Hughes missed the boat on jet 
planes, allowing competitors to 
get ahead of him. Hughes’s as- 
sociates don’t seem unduly wor- 
ried. They are confident TWA 
will be among the leaders in the 
jet age. 

Raising the money to pay for 
the jets would be no problem if 
Hughes were like other men. 
They'd borrow the money from 
banks, insurance companies or 
investment firms, or they'd sell 
stock. 

Hughes, however, is deter- 
mined, if possible, not to dilute 
his power as sole proprietor of 
one of the largest industrial em- 
pires still under control of @ 
single individual.

South American Hoatzin

IF YOU NEVER have met 


him, let me introduce the hoat- 


zin (pronounced hoe-AT-sin). He 
is a bird of South America, and 
is found here and there in the 
great forests and jungles of the
